Grave.” It is that of a woman,

Slowly and impercept- , 
ibly, but with irresistible power, | 
it grew until at last it burst the 
bands of iron asunder, and 
opened the Never-To-Be-Opened 
Grave, leaving not a single stone 
in its original position. 

What a rebuke to infidelity, 
and what a mute but striking 
promise that ere long, in God’s 
own time, all graves shail be 
opened, and the sleeping ones 
awake from their dusty beds. 

“But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the first 
fruits of them that slept.” 1 Cor. 
15:20. A number of people 
doubted the resurrection when 
the body of our blessed Lord was 
put in Joseph’s new tomb. His 
enemies thought they were rid 
of Him. Some of His own fol- 
lowers. possibly were disappoint- 
ed, and thought that it might be 
the end of their Leader, but one 
morning, in God’s own time, He 
arose, regardless of the stone, 
the seals, the soldiers and _ all, 
leaving the linen clothes and the 
napkin, which proved that He 
had donned other garments, or 
that He had put on His immortal 
priestly robe; and had conquered 
death, hell and the grave, and, 
was the “First fruits of them 
that slept,” so if He was the first 
fruits, there must be some sec- 
ond fruits somewhere. We read 
in 1 Cor. 15:23 as follows: “But 
every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward 
they that are Christ’s at His 
coming.” All that are Christ’s 
will be the second fruits and it 
will be but a short period of time 
until the dead shall hear His 
voice, although the people that 
do not belong to Christ may nt 
understand it. We lind in St.
